Canada, the 
third member of the ICC, filed 
a dissenting report which ac 
cused Communist North Viet 
Nam of aggression against the 
South Vietnamese government. 
Today’s l a n d i n g involved 
1.400 lx?athcrnecks, the first of 
two Marine battalions totaling 
3,500 men who were ordered 
into South Viet Nam to provide 
security at the Da Nang base. 
It is the jumping off point for 
American 
and 
South Vietna­ 
mese air strikes against the 
Communist north. 
The Marines raise the num­ 
ber 
of 
American 
troops 
in 
South Viet Nam to a record 
high of 27,000. 
In a major political develop­ 
ment, South Viet Nam’s power­ 
ful Buddhist leaders called on 
the United States to withdraw 
its 
troops 
from 
Vietnamese 
territory. The Buddhists also 
demanded 
that 
the 
United 
States stop bombing North Viet 
Nam. 
The Buddhist demands were 
made public at a meeting in 


Saigon. Observers said it was 
too early to tell if the Buddhist 
hierarchy would back the de 
mands with demonstrations. 
Buddhist opposition has led to 
the downfall of three Saigon 
governments. 
The Marine landing party en

Communist 
guerrillas

busy elsewhere in Viet Nam. 
Viet Cong unleashed a bar 
rage on mortar and secoilless 
cannon fire on a U.S. Army 
special forces camp in moun 
tainous Binh Dinh Province 275 
miles northeast of Saigon. 
Preliminary reports reaching 
here said at least three Ameri 
cans were wounded. 
In other military action, 16 
U.S. Air Force B57 jet bomb­ 
ers dumped tons of explosives 
on Communist positions in the 
jungles of Binh Tuy Province 75 
miles east of Saigon. 
A U.S. military spokesman 
said it appeared that a Viet 
Cong ammunition dump was 
hit. 
The landing on the beaches 
at Da Nang, a port city 385 
miles northeast of Saigon, was 
delayed for more than a hour 
by rough seas.

SACRAMENTO (UPI) -G ov. 
Edmund G. Brown’s adminis­ 
tration suffered a seback today 
when a S e n a t e committee 
dumped 
administration 
plans 
for a sizeable tax increase to 
rescue the insolvent disability 
insurance fund.

Formation of Citizens for Uni­ 
fication, which will support the 
April 20 ballot proposal for uni­ 
fication of all school districts 
within Tamalpais High School 
District, was announced today. 
Frank L. Miller of Kentfield 
is chairman of the committee. 
“ We believe tnere are four 
principal reasons for voting ‘yes’ 
on April 20,” said Miller. 
“ First, a unified Tamalpais 
School District would bring an 
additional $300,000 to the district 
from the state, at the same time 
reducing administrative costs. 
Instead of 12 separate school 
districts we would have one. We 
would make better use of our 
tax dollars. We would spend less 
money for administration and 
would thus have more available 
for education. 
“ Second, a unified Tamalpais 
School District would save our 
execellent high school program. 
Any other plan would wreck the 
high school district and hurt a 
generation of high school stu­ 
dents. 
“ Third, a unified Tamalpais 
School District is needed now. 
The present delays and uncer­ 
tainty are harming the educa­ 
tion of our children. . . .

AFFAIRS OF STATE 
State7 Peter-Paul 
Costs Its Citizens 
Borrowing 
Much Cash

SACRAMENTO iCNS)—State 
government procedures which 
perm it borrowing money by 
one fund from another fund 
emphasizes the value of hav­ 
ing ail of the money in a sin­ 
gle, general fund. 


UNDER THE borrowing pro­ 
cedure, it always is the tax­ 
payer who suffers the brunt of 
the funny financing engaged in 
by the administration of Gov. 
Edmund G. Brown. 
This is for the simple reason 
that when a borrow is made, 
as by the general fund from a 
6pecia! fund, it is necessary for 
the taxpayers to put up inter­ 
est money. 
Some recent samples show 
how it goes. The state unem­ 
ployment 
compensation 
dis­ 
ability fund, approaching bank- 


ruptcy, borrowed $32 million 
from the motor vehicle fund, 
and $5 million from the em­ 
ployment contingent fund this 
week. 


WHEN IT COMES time to 
return the money to these lend­ 
ing funds, there will be a 
charge of approximately $220,- 
000 interest to be returned, 
along with the $37 million bor­ 
rowed. 
In this case, the interest 
comes out of the amounts con­ 
tributed to the unemployment 
fund by the workers of Califor­ 
nia. 
The one per cent em­ 
ployee contributions complete­ 
ly finances the disability fund. 
’ When 
the 
state’s 
general 
fund repays the $197 million 
it owes various special state 
funds, the interest will be paid 
by the general taxpayers of

the state. Thus, money paid 
into the treasury for certain 
specific purposes will be di­ 
verted to other purposes. The 
disability fund will suffer to 
the extent of $220,000, a sum 
which would pay a lot of sick 
benefits 
for 
California 
em­ 
ployees in private industry. 
Thus, if all special funds 
were abolished, and all monies 
collected by the state in taxes, 
licenses and other fees were 
put in one general fund, the 
payment of interest could be 
averted, and the state, for a 
time at least, operated with­ 
out borrowing. 


THE DISABILITY fund bor­ 
rowing reveals how close to 
the wire it is on its long ap­ 
proach to being completely de­ 
pleted. Almost since the pro­ 
gram was inaugurated, pay­ 
ments from the fund have been 
increased, while there never 
has been an increase in the 
one per cent employee tax. 
Although it followed as sure­ 
ly as night follows day that 
the fund eventually would go 
broke, the Brown adm inistra­ 
tion has continued to permit 
the payment increases without 
making provision to keep the 
fund solvent. 
The governor is sponsoring a 
m easure before the Legislature 
at the present time, a bill 
which has passed the Assem­ 
bly, to increase the wage base 
on which contributions are col­ 
lected and the flat percentage 
of wages contributed from one 
to one and one-tenth per cent. 
This measure, if adopted, is 
supposed to bring the fund 
back into solvency. It may for 
a time but, without reconcilia­ 
tion of benefits to fit income, 
even the improvement will not 
last for too many years. 


OF COURSE, if the bill does 
not 
pass 
the State Senate, 
there could be some complica­ 
tions. But it is anticipated the 
measure» in one form or an­ 
other, will be adopted by the 
Legislature.

Marin Man Opposes 


More Government 


Editor. Independent-Joumal: 


According to the headline in 
tonight’s (Feb 241 I-J, the resi­ 
dents of the Alto area want to 
annex to Tiburon if the pro­ 
posed Alto incorporation does 
not succeed. 
I believe there are many 
residents of this area who do 
not want separate incorpora­ 
tion or annexation to Tiburon. 
My feeling all along has been 
that the fewer local governing 
bodies we have, the better. We 
have throughout Marin a mul­ 
titude of special taxing dis­ 
tricts, each with authority to 
adopt its own budget and tax 
rate. The best and most effi­ 
cient government is one that 
would consolidate 
all 
these 
separate t a x i n g 
a ge nci es , 
much like the City and County 
of San Francisco. 
As an example of district 
authority, the Strawberry Rec­ 
reation District has instituted 
proceedings to grant a fran­ 
chise to a company to collect 
garbage within its boundaries. 
May I ask what business a rec­ 
reation district has in licensing 
a garbage collection? 
This same district, by the 
wav, costs the average home­ 
owner in the area approxi­ 
mately $30 per year in taxes. 
Its authority to perpetuate its 
taxing power 
seems to be 
above question by any taxpay­ 
er. This, it seems to me, is the 
disturbing factor in the crea­ 
tion of such special districts.

cumbent Ohio Chairman Ray 
Bliss becomes national chair­ 
man in April. 
Strenuously 
opposing 
this 
backstage move is the North­ 
eastern 
R e p u b l i c a n 
Stat e 
Chairmen’s Conference. Their 
choice is Pennsylvania Chair­ 
man Craig Truax, close to 
Gov. William Scranton, who is 
already a prominent 1968 presi­ 
dential prospect. 
Also 
emphatically 
against 
Yerger are Midwestern lead­ 
ers, 
foremost 
among 
them 
Gov. George Romney, another 
virtually certain presidential 
aspirant. 


SPEARHEADING the Yer­ 
ger campaign is Nevada State 
Chairman Jac Shaw, vigorous­ 
ly supported by the Southern

After extended 
discussion, 
the Northeastern state chair­ 
men formally decided to op­ 
pose Yerger as head of the 
State Chairmen Advisory Com­ 
mittee “under any and all cir­ 
cum stances.” 
Sentiment

this was unanimous. 
On a second request, that 
Bliss 
name 
P e n n s y l v a n i a 
Chairman Craig Truax as his 
successor as head of the ad­ 
visory committee, the vote was 
split. 


IN THE EVENT Bliss de­ 
clines to designate Truax, the 
chairmen decided to demand 
that the chairman of the ad­ 
visory committee be selected 
by a vote of all the state chair­ 
men instead of by appoint­ 
ment. The agreement on this 
was unanimous. 
Objection to Truax centered 
chiefly on his close alliance 
with Governor Scranton. 
The dissenters argued this 
would bar his gaining support 
of chairmen in other sections 
of the country, notably in the 
Middle West with the largest 
regional conference. 
It was 
contended

fear 
Truax’s selection would re­ 
open the smouldering East- 
West factional feuding.

Do you use your home in your 
work? 
If you are required to provide 
your own space and facilities to 
work in and regularly use part 
of your home, 
you can deduct fK H 
a pro rata share 
of the expenses 
and depreciation 
on your home. 
J 
However, the 
voluntary, occa­ 
sional or inci­ 
dental 
use 
of 
part of yourk* 
home does not®* 
entitle you to a 
nisiness expense 
deduction for any part of the 
depreciation and expenses of 
maintaining your home. 
The burden of proof is upon 
you to establish: 
1. That, as a condition of your 
employment, you are required 
to provide your own space and 
facilities for 
performance of 
some of your duties; 
2. That you regularly use a 
part of your home for that pur­ 
pose; 
3. The portion of your home 
which is so used; 
4. The extent of such use; and 
5. The pro rata portion of the 
depreciation and expenses for 
maintaining your home attribut­ 
able to such use. 


You should maintain records 
which will show the deductible 
expenses such as rent, light, 
taxes and interest on a mort­ 
gage. No portion of purely per­ 
sonal expenses attributable to 
family household purposes are 
deductible. 


The costs of repairs that do 
not benefit the portion of your 
home used for business purposes 
are not deductible. However, a 


a room used exclusively for busi­ 
ness purposes would be deduct­ 
ible in full, and a pro rata por­ 
tion would be deductible if a part 
of the room was used for busi­ 
ness purposes. 
Expenditures for lawn care, 
landscaping, etc., are not de­ 
ductible. 
The basis for computing the 
depreciation allowed or al­ 
lowable on your home which 
you own and use in your trade 
or business, is the lesser of 
the fair market value or the 
adjusted basis of the entire 
residence (exclusive rf land) 
at the time of conversion to 
business use. 
The portion of a home which 
is used for business purposes 
may be part of a room or one 
or more rooms. Where a part of 
a home is used for business pur­ 
poses all the time the part of 
the depreciation and other costs 
incurred in maintaining the resi­ 
dence which is properly attrib­ 
utable to the space used in busi­ 
ness is a question of fact. 
It would be proper to compare 
the number of rooms or square 
feet of space devoted to a busi­ 
ness to the total number of 
rooms or square feet in the home 
and apply the ratio arrived at 
I to the expenses to get the part 
for use of the home for business 
purposes.

Home Medical 
Care Program 
Is Endorsed 


Home medical care for all Ma­ 
rin County residents, designed 
to allow chronically ill persons 
to live at home, was given in­ 
formal endorsement Saturday by 
the 
Babcock 
Foundation 
and 
county and Marin Hospital Dis­ 
trict officials. 
The program was described to 
the foundation officers and hos­ 
pital district board by Dr. Dean 
Clark, research professor of hos­ 
pital and medical care adminis­ 
tration at University of Pitts­ 
burgh. 


MAJOR BENEFITS 
Clark said one of the major, 
benefits is the sharp cut in the 
need for ned hospital beds and 
new nursing homes. He related 
that in Rochester, N. Y., a pro­ 
posed $30 million building pro­ 
gram was sliced back to five 
million dollars once the home 
care program was started. 
The program would give a 
wide range of services, including 
public health nursing, occupa­ 
tional and physical therapy, nu­ 
tritional planning and homemak- 
ing aid, Clark explained. 
Marin County Medical Direc 
tor Michael Scholl said the coun 
ty now has such a program, but 
only for the medically indigent. 
He said he would be happy to 
have the program taken over by 
a private agency such as the 
Babcock Foundation and made 
available to all Residents.

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Drake High Paper Seeking 
End To Vote Tally Secrecy 


In a year when collegiate stu­ 
dent protests are all the rage, 
the 
student newspaper Jolly 
Roger at Sir Francis Drake High 
School has begun its own small 
controversy over “the students’ 
right to know.” 
A recent straw poll makes it 
appear that a majority of the 
students—or at least a majority 
of those who care one way or the 
other — are behind the Jolly 
Roger. 
At issue is the question of 
whether to release vote totals 
in student elections. 
Currently, 
Redwood 
High 
School is the only high school in 
Marin County that releases vote 
counts. At others, only the win­ 
ners’ names are announced after 
school elections. 
In January, the Jolly Roger 
urged a reversal of this policy 
at Drake. The staff at first took 
the administration and faculty 


to task, but after digging deeper 
into the matter, learned that the 
student council (now called the 
representative assembly) 
was 
responsible. 
The school had inherited the 
policy from Tamalpais High 
School when it was built in 1952. 
Later, the student council voted 
to retain it. 
Main reason for withholding 
the vote totals, apparently, is 
the desire to avoid embarrass­ 
ment for any student who was 
badly defeated. 
“Is not a potential student 
body officer mature enough to 
accept truth?” asked the Jolly 
Roger by way of reply to this 
argument. 
“ Should he not learn to accept 
reality, and in this way, pos­ 
sibly benefit from self-evalua­ 
tion?” 
In its second editorial on the 
subject, the Jolly Roger also 


suggested that secrecy is unfair 
to a candidate who has been 
defeated by a slim margin. 
“Knowing this might urge him 
to try a little bit harder in the 
next election,” the editorial said. 
The staff urged that the repre­ 
sentative assembly put the mat­ 
ter to student vote. 
To gain insight into the pos­ 
sible outcome of such a vote, the 
Jolly Roger polled students in 
Drake's fourth period classes. 
Of 1.665 asked, 735 said the 
vote tallies should be released. 
This was a majority of those 
with an opinion, since 363 stu­ 
dents gave no response, while 
550 said 
the 
present 
policy 
should continue. 
Whether the matter will go to 
a vote has not yet been an­ 
nounced.

NEW YORK (UPI)—In about 


125 schools throughout the coun­ 


try kids barely a year out of 
diapers arp proving that you 
don’t have to be 6 to start for­ 
mal school. 
These 3-year-olds will be able 
to read simple English and to 
chat in French and will under­ 
stand the rudiments of algebra 
by time other children report 
for first grade. 
These 
tots 
aren’t 
geniuses. 
They seem to be prpving right 
a woman doctor who. half a 
century ago, made an impact 
on the world by insisting a 3- 
y ear-old could be taught b o o k 
learning without books. 
The 
determined 
d o c t o r , 
Maria 
Montessori, 
created 
a 
philosophy of teaching and a 
group of devices which today 
would 
be 
called 
educational 
toys. Together, they harness a 
youngster’s natural innate curi­ 
osity.” 


LEARNS THROUGH HANDS 


He 
l e a r n s , 
particularly 
through his hands, that three 
beans minus two beans leaves 
one bean and what the letter 
•’A” feels like. 
Early in the century, Montes- 
sori schools sprang up all over 
Europe and still flourish there. 
In 1913, Dr. Montessori visited 
the U.S., was hailed by her, dis­

try. But when their founding in­ 
spiration left, they didn’t last.

N.J. Here children, at tiny ta­ 
bles or stretched across a floor 
mat, 
work 
with 
Montessori 
equipment, each piece designed 
to teach a distinct skill or fact. 
Touching a sandpaper - cov­ 
ered cutout of the letters, a 
child learns the alphabet with­ 
out rote memorization. Working 
with a strand of beads, 10 to a 
strand, a child learns to fit 
them together to form a square 
of 100 beads, then learns that 
10 such squares form a cube. 
The algebraic concept of “ 10 
cubed” becomes real. Normal­ 
ly, such a sophisticated concept 
isn't taught until high school. 
Montessori equipment is self­ 
teaching. If a child doesn’t put 
it together right, a piece is left 
over. So the child tries again. 
Young children have the pa­ 


tience to work at one chore for | 


hours. 
Chiefly, a Montessori school 
seeks to teach children self-con­ 
fidence, discipline and independ­ 
ence 
and 
to 
“learn 
how 
to 
learn.” 


FREE TO WANDER 


Each child is free to wander 
the 
classroom 
and 
pick 
up 
whatever equipment catches his 
fancy. The 5-year - old, proud 
that he knows how to subtract, 
is more than eager to acquaint 
the younger pupils with his new 
knowledge. 
No 
teacher 
gushes 
“ aren’t 
they sweet?” about her pupils. 
Nor do the teachers—who must 
undergo a summer of post-col 
lege training, write a thesis and 
intern for nine months — stand 
before their classrooms, read­ 
ing stories or instructing.

This “ his” and “hers” trend 
in company hiring in the exec­ 
utive job market is reported by 
just one firm of many which 
acts as talent scouts for corpo­ 
rations and consider the wife’s 
qualifications almost as care­ 
fully as those of the man they 
are considering. 
“ MANY COMPANIES now 
make it a practice to send in 
two application forms, one for 
the man to complete, the other 
for his wife.” said James J. 
Smidl, a former weekly news­ 
paper publisher now running 
an organization which special­ 
izes in job replacement, or 
placement, at the $15,000 per 
year and on, on, on up level. 
Smidl was reluctant to list 
the 
specific 
qualifications 
a 
woman should have to aid her 
husband in getting ahead on a 
job—“ I just think she, as well 
as he, must be a well-balanced 
person.” he said. 
“ PERHAPS MOST important 
is that when he feels the world 
is closing in. she should be 
there to encourage him. 


“We’ve had instances where 
presidents of companies inter­ 


ested in a prospect will invite 
both wife and husband for a 


week or so of visiting them .” 


SMIDL, 54, IS president of 
Executive C a r e e r Develop­ 
ment, Inc., a counseling or­ 
ganization with headquarters 
in Chicago. His wife of “34

1966.

Hearing Today 


On Tidelands 


Apartments 


Rezoning to allow San Rafael 
Cayes, Inc. to build 84 apart­ 
ment houses on approximately 
100 acres of East San Rafael 
tidelands will be the subject of 
a public hearing by the San 
Rafael Planning Commission at 
7:30 p.m. tomorrow in the City 
Hall. 
The development would take 
place on tidelands within the 
levee. San Rafael Cayes wiU 
•eek to have the presently un­ 
classified tidelands zoned for a 
planned community d i s t r i c t . 
Tuesday’s hearings will be the 
first of two public hearings. 
San Rafael Cayes will also 
ask approval of a use permit 
for 1,577 residential units, o 
varying types, to be located on 
the 100 acres and on an adjoin­ 
ing 20 acres which has already 
been zoned as a planned com 
munity district. The total num 
ber of buildings planned on the 
120 acres is 105. 
Another first public hearing 
will be held on a request to re- 
, tone 100 unclassified acres to a 
planned community district with 
254 cluster housing units off 
Lucas Valley Road, east of Las 
Gallinas Avenue. The project is 
planned by Dubin Developers, 
Inc. 
Dubin Developers will also 
submit a tentative map on the 
subdivision of San Rafael Park, 
part of the Fagundes annexation I 
on Lucas Valley Road east of I 
Twelveoak Hill, into 273 lots, j 
Consideration of the map was | 
beld over from Feb. 23. 
The commission will hold a 
public hearing on Joseph Allen’s 
request for a use permit for a i 
nursing and rest home at 247 i 
Picnic Avenue. Approval will j 
also be asked for the architec- j 
tural plans of the home. 
Crocker Citizens N a t i o n a l ! 
Bank will seek approval of plans 
for illuminated signs on and 
around its building at Fourth 
and B Streets. The bank wants 
illuminated letters on the build­ 
ing 
facades, two 13-foot-high 
exit signs and a 16-foot-high 
entry sign in its parking lot.

for all of Drake’s clubs and 
activities. A written request for 
funds from each club, commit­ 
tee, and activity group will be 
considered by the budget com­ 
mittee this month. The judg­ 
ment of the committee on the 
amount each organization should 
receive will be based on how 
much was needed in other years, 
the requests the club has listed, 
expected expenses and incomes, 
and discsusion. 


Once the amount allowed for 
the year is established, a fund 


is set aside for each group in 
the student body account. 


To receive any money during 
the school year, each organiza­ 
tion must make out a requisi­ 
tion with approval of two of 
these three: Graves, Principal 
Harold Allison and the student 
body treasurer. 


If a club has an excess of 
money at the end of the school 
year, it is deposited in the stu­ 
dent body fund. Only classes 
may hold money in the student 


body fund from one year into 
another. 
All financial transactions are 
handled through th e student 
store and the second-year book­ 
keeping and accounting classes. 
The little profit the store re­ 
ceives goes into the general 
fund. 
The store take in between $35,- 
000 to $40,000 every year from 
all sources. The student body 
usually pays out, during the 
year, about the same amount, 
and breaks even on the budget. 
According to Graves, “We try to 
budget so the student body will 
hold its own, and it does pretty 
well.” 
The s t o r e is operated by 
Graves’ second-year bookkeep­ 
ing and accounting class. The

students take care of all finan­ 
cial statements, th e posting, 
paying tax, buying, bookkeep­ 
ing etc., as part of their class. 
They also prepare deposits for 
the bank daily, as well as sell 
the merchandise in the store 
during the break and at noon. 
Collecting money from the 
various activities is the biggest 
job in student finances, Graves 
said. 
But working on the budget is 
not just hard work, according 
to some. Treasurer O’Mara feels 
“the details involved in the trea­ 
sury of the school are interest­ 
ing and challenging.”
